There arc 
about 300 or 400 acres of land in this 
enclosure and twenty or thirty sub­ 
stantial buildings are In course of erec­ 
tion. 
They ar* permanent structures 
of steel and brick and when complet­ 
ed with a Bomber of large oil tanks 
that are being put together will rep­ 
resent an Investment of probably |5,-

“Of coarse we went to Splndletop. 
Judging from the name of the place 
one mignt imagine it was a mountain, 
but it is merely a rise in the prairie. 
The oil district is small and I should 
say, did not amount to more than 73 
acres. The oil wells are not distribut­ 
ed here or there, but are as close to­ 
gether as they can put the derricks. 
Oil la everywhere and wide streams 
of oil was running off with no effort 
made to save It. They have had some 
destructive fires there, but in the burn­ 
ed section wells are producing again 
and the railroads can not carry away 
the oil as fast as It is gotten out of 
the ground. 
We did not go to Sour 
Lake, which is 18 or 20 miles from 
Beaumont, hut we of course heard of 
the oil developments there. 
We also 
had an impressive demonstration of 
the industrial value of oil and the de­ 
velopment of Texas. 
On the Interna 
tlonal and Great Northern railroad we 
found a general use of oil burning loco­ 
motives. Our train was pulled by such 
an engine, consequently we were not 
annoyed at all by cinders and there 
was no smoke. All you could see com­ 
ing from the stack was a little steam, 
nor could you smell any odor of oil un­ 
less you went near the engine. 
This

us to 
keep the 
car windows open and got plenty of 
fresh air.”

B utler bad sent a handful of mon 
over the ford to capture a Federal 
picket station on the M aryland side, 
but the Yankees were too quick for 
the Johnnies and got away. 
B atler 
then dashed into the stream a t the 
head of the vanguard and deployed a 
line of troopers around the ford. Stu­ 
a rt’s whole command crossed w ithout 
alarm and struck out along the nation­ 
al pike running from Hancock to H a­ 
gerstown. 
When 
Butler s vanguard 
struck the pike, lie captured ten strag­ 
glers from General Cox’s Federal di­ 
vision. which had Just passed th at 
point on the way to Hancock. Cox s 
division belonged to the Army of the 
Potomac, which w as at th at tim e en­ 
camped In M aryland In the vicinity of 
H agerstown. 
Fortunately for Stuart, thor*; w as a 
heavy fog In the valley th at morning, 
or his stealthy movements would have 
been seen from the signal station on 
Fairview heights, near Hancock. 
But 
fogs have the gift of vanishing In a 
tw inkling, and to make sure the argus 
eyes on the height should not reveal 
his secrets to the arm y close a t hand 
Stuart sent tw enty picked men to cap­ 
ture the signal party. Crawling up the 
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M agazine, 
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officer in tho Federal arm y a t home on 
leave, regaled nearly a hundred of Sui 
a rt’s officers and soldiers at Ills resi­ 
dence. 
In the early hours of the lith 
the tired raiders turned into their blan­ 
kets, some to sleep the sleep ot the 
happy go lucky trooper and some to 
ponder how the cavalcade would get 
out of the net into which It hnd no 
easily ridden.

Before leaving Cham bersburg Stuart j 
destroyed an ordnance storehouse and 1 
railroads and other public property 
am ounting to $250,000. He also took 
aw ay thirty officials and prominent cit­ 
izens as hostages for civilians of tile 
Confederacy held by the United States. 
About 1,200 captured horses w ent with 
the cavalcade on its ride back to Dixie, 
which w as far more exciting than the 
trip from the Potom ac to Cham bers­ 
burg. Meanwhile the Federal cavalry, . 
.such as it was. took the w arpath to 
I head off the daring raiders when they 
should attem pt to recross the river. 
The mouth of toe Mouocaey river be­ 
low Hie camps of the arm y w as the 
point fixed upon by the guesses of the 
Federal cavalry leaders. To thai point 
one body w as directed and would have 
been there in tim e to do something but 
for misleading reports which delayed 
progress. A force of infantry v us sta­ 
tioned a t Frederick, Md., and tw o bri­ 
gades lay on the cars at Monocaey

w herever Stuart m ight appear. 
W hat are known as the lower fords 
pf the Potomac were nearest the camps, 
of the Federal arm y and farthest from 
Stuart when he set out homeward from 
Chambersburg. 
S tuart reasoned that 
the enemy would not look for him at 
the lower fords because of the risk 
he would run In th at direction and the 
fact th a t in order to reach them from 
Chambersburg he m ust ride east to­ 
ward G ettysburg aud treble the dis 
tan ce of his march. 
Stuart turned off 
the G ettysburg road southw ard a s soon 
as be had crossed the mountain.

th at tim e there w as a body of Feder­ 
als hurrying to G ettysburg from B alti­ 
more to catch the raiders. 
Reaching 
Em m itsburg the night of the lith , the 
troopers were regaled by the M aryland­ 
ers and at once started for the Poto­ 
mac, forty-five miles distant.

Thus the last 
danger w as suppressed, for, barring 
signals, Stuart’s troopers could travel 
as fast as anything in the Army of the 
Potomac. All S tuart asked w as a clear 
road to get beyond the camps of th at 
widely scattered army. In fact, he was 
prepared to fight for the road against 
any common foe and carried w ith the 
cavalcade four guns of the horse bat­ 
tery commanded by Major John Pel­ 
ham, the noted boy artillerist. 
In spite of the cleverness of S tuart In 
passing the ford the Federal troops 
nearest the river heard of the expedi­ 
tion aud sent word of it to headquar­ 
ters. Meanwhile the raiders galloped 
on to M ercersburg, across the line In 
Pennsylvania. Even the strange garb 
of the Confederates didn’t open the 
eyes of the people along the route, for 
it w as impossible to believe th at GOO 
I southern horsemen 
would cross the 


alcade trotted the long night through 
and made thirty-three miles by day­ 
light of the 12th. 
It was twelve miles 
to the ford, and the troopers had rid­ 
den sixty-five miles within twenty-four 
hours. All the lower fords were guard­ 
ed by Federals, and Pleasonton was 
rapidly closing down by another and a 
! shorter road than the one used by Stu­ 
art to the only unguarded crossing, 
the mouth of the Monocacy.
